Garnish with mint sprigs and fruit zests before 
serving.

*The zest is the peel without any of the pith 
(white membrane). To remove zest from lime and 
orange, use azester or vegetable peeler; wrap lime 
and orange in plastic wrap and refrigerate for use 
at another time. 

Mocha Pudding Pie 

(makes 8 servings) 

12 graham crackers (2'/-inch squares), made into 
crumbs 

1 ounce ground walnuts 

2 tablespoons margarine, softened 

‘/2 cup plain, low-fat yogurt, divided 

1 cup skim ornonfat milk, divided 

2 teaspoons instant espresso coffee powder 

1 envelope (four '/z-cup servings) reduced-calorie 
instant chocolate pudding mix 

‘fe cup frozen dairy whipped topping, thawed 

‘/2 ounce semisweet chocolate, shaved 

‘/2 cup raspberries 

In medium mixing bowl, combine graham 
cracker crumbs and walnuts; with pastry blender, 
cut in margarine until mixture resembles coarse 
crumbs. Remove ‘'/4 cup of crumb mixture and set 
aside. Using a fork, add 2 tablespoons yogurt to 
crumb mixture and mix thoroughly. 

Using the back of a spoon, press crumb-yogurt 
mixture over bottom and up sides of 9-inch micro- 
waveable pie plate. Microwave on High (100%) for 
4 minutes, rotating plate '/2 turn halfway through 
cooking. Caver pie plate with foil and freeze until 
ready to fill. 

In medium microwaveable mixing bowl, micro- 
wave 2 tablespoons milk on High for 15 seconds; 
add espresso and, using a wire whisk, stir to dis- 
solve. Stir in remaining yogurt, then stir in remain- 
ing milk. Add pudding mix, stirring to dissolve. 

Pourpudding mixture into cooled crust. Sprinkle 
with reserved crumb mixture around edge of pud- 
ding mixture. Refrigerate for at least 1 hour. 

To serve, cut pie into 8 equal wedges and set 


each wedge on a dessert plate. Top each portion 
with 1 tablespoon whipped topping and '/s of the 
chocolate shavings. Garnish each portion with 1 
tablespoon raspberries.

Double Chocolate-Nut Treat 

(makes 4 servings) 

2 cups skim or nonfat milk 

1 envelope (four '/2-cup servings) reduced-calorie 
instant chocolate pudding mix 

‘2 cup frozen dairy whipped topping, thawed 

1 tablespoon chocolate syrup 

1 ounce shelled almonds, toasted and chopped 

2 maraschino cherries, cut into halves 

Using milk, prepare pudding according to pack- 
age directions. Into each of 4 6-ounce dessert 
dishes, spoon '/s of the pudding; set aside. 

In small mixing bowl, combine whipped topping 
and syrup; stir to combine. Spread '/s of whipped 
topping mixture over each portion of pudding. 

Sprinkle each dessert with '/ of the almonds 
and then top each with a cherry half. Cover and 
refrigerate at least 30 minutes.

Lulu Harris Celebrates 92nd Birthday

A happy birthday wish goes out to 
Lulu Bowles Harris of Romulus. Lulu was 
bornon February 16, 1900, in Texarkana, 
Texas. 

Lulu has been a faithful member of 
Bethany Apostolic Faith Church (located 
at 34584 Beverly Road, Romulus) since 
it was founded in 1948. She has served 
under its three pastors: the late Elder 
Horace L. Jackson, Sr. (the founder), the 
late District Elder Henderson Alston, Jr., 
and the present youthful and dynamic 
Elder Reginald L. Williams, Sr. 

As a surprise, Lulu was recently "re- 
introduced" to a childhood friend, R.P. 
Campbell of Highland Park, who was 
born in Lulu's home town of Texarkana 
onApril5, 1900. The two had not seen or 
heard from each other in over 75 years. 
Upon their re-acquaintance, they shared 
laughter and many school-day memo- 
ries. Mr. Campbell is a very upstanding 
gentleman with a keen memory of the 
"long-agos" and "yester-years." 

There are currently five generations 
of Lulu's family living, and all five are 
representedinthe membership of Betha- 
ny Church. 

Lulu enjoys reciting (from memory) 
Bible scriptures and poems, singing gos- 
pel hymns, and talking about "the good 
old days." She still has a very good 
sense of humor as well as good vision 
and hearing. In the days of good health, 
she gardened, made quilts, canned food, 
ran arestaurant, andcatered shrimp and 
hot tamales. Her favorite foods include 
watermelon, greens, and peppermint 
candy. 

Lulu has a vivid memory of her de- 
ceased father and mother back in the 
"cowboy days"; her childhood school 
teacher, Professor Muckaroy; growing 
up (in the South) with five brothers and 
11 sisters (all five brothers and eight 
sisters have preceded her in death); 
moving to Michigan to live with her sister 
and brother-in-law; her marriage to the 
late Frank Harris; giving birth to eight 
children; moving to Detroit (in Black Bot- 
tom); the Prohibition era; the Depres-

sion; the wars; almost losing her husband 
to death by drowning during the construc- 
tion of the tunnel to Canada; deciding to 
move their family to Wayne, where they 
purchased a farm, pitched atent under a 
tree, and established roots until they built 
a two-bedroom house; living without 
plumbing, street lights, and paved streets 
and sidewalks; hauling water from the 
Wayne County Road Commission and 
Water Board Building; burning wood and 
coalfor cooking and heat; straining water 
from rain barrels and boiling it for bath- 
ing, washing clothes (in a three-legged 
black iron pot), and shampooing hair; 
raising chickens, hogs, ducks, and tur- 
keys; growing her own vegetables and | 
having a fruit orchard; sewing and mak- 
ing her family's clothes; weekly deliver- 
ies of the Twin Pines truck, the fresh-fish 
man, the watermelon man, the ice truck, 
the Watkins flavoring and cosmetic man, 
and California Joe, the insurance man; 
the hitches for horses that were infront of 
many businesses in Wayne—the lumber- 
yards, the barbershops, the hairdresser, 
the undertaker, the shoe-shine stands, 
the feed store, the general store, the 
traindepot, the bus station, the ice house, 
the ice-cream parlor, the old theater, the 
old bank buildings, the "picture show," 
and the school that did not welcome her 
children. She has had a rich life. 

We love you, Mama. May God con- 
tinue to bless you.

Ninety-five of our athletes made the 
honor roll, and our teams all accumulat- 
ed grade-point averages (GPA) of 2.5 or 
higher. 

A special hat goes off to the junior 
varsity volleyball team, as they accumu- 
lated ateam GPAof 3.44 while practicing 
or playing as many as six days a week. 

A famous myth that some young 
people — and, unfortunately, some par- 
ents — still believe is that when students 
get involved inan extracurricular activity, 
their grades will go down. | know that I'm 
probably sounding like a broken record, 
but, once again, the record shows that 
grades improve rather than go down as 
students become more involved in their 
school. 

A report that | just recently read in 
The Athletic Directorstated thatthe num- 
ber-one predictor of young people's suc- 
cess in college was their successful in- 
volvementin after-school activities. Math 
scores and grades were second. This 
should tell us two very important tales to 
remember. First, we all should encour- 
age our youth to get involved in athletics 
and other activities, both for health rea- 
sons and social reasons. More impor- 
tantly, though, this statistic should make 
us aware that being part of an athletic 
program is not just about playing games 
and winning or losing those games; it's 
the total development of the athlete — 
physically, emotionally, and socially — 
that's the goal of the coaches and admin- 
istrators of our youth programs. 

Less thantwo percent of high-school 
athletes will ever play college sports, and 
less than one percent of those will go on 





to the professional level. 

For us to emphasize the athletic 
development of an individual without also 
stressing the academic and emotional 
development of that young person is 
both unfair and incorrect. 

We are fortunate that our leadership 
in Romulus has taken the stand that 
academics come before athletics, band, 
student government, and all other activi- 
ties that are offered to our youth. It is too 
bad that some of ourneighboring schools 
don't feel the same way. 

I'm always hearing kids saying, 
"Yeah, well, I'm going to ------ school next 
year and play. They'll make sure I'm 
eligible there." My response is usually 
the same each time: you might play for 
them for the next few years, but then 
what? 

We have had doctors, lawyers, pilots, 
CEOs, and, yes, professional athletes 
graduate from our high school. Who 
knows where this latest group will end 
up? It may not be in the NFL or NBA, but 
| guarantee you that this group will have 
a lot of success — and it started this past 
semester.

For most people, the "individual re- 
tirement account" (IRA) remains an at- 
tractive long-term way to save for their 
retirement years. 

Many people are eligible for a tax 
deduction on the money that they put 
into anIRA. Can you think of a better way 
to save for your retirement needs than by 
building your retirement fund with tax- 
deductible dollars? 

While the Tax ReformAct of 1986 will 
have a significant effect on IRAs begin- 
ning after 1987, two key areas have not 
changed: 

* anyone under 70'/2 years of age can 
still deposit the lesser amount of 100% 
of their compensation or $2,000 into 
an IRA each year and earn tax-de- 
ferred interest, and 

* because taxes are deferred, interest 
may be compounded on the entire 
amount in the IRA. Over a period of 
years, this generates a retirement 
fund far greater than would be pos- 
sible with taxed dollars. 

As to the deductibility of your IRA 
contribution, this depends ontwo factors: 
* whether or not you are an active par- 

ticipant in an employer-maintained 
retirement plan, and 

* your income level. ‘ 

Basically, the rules state that, if you 
are not an "active" participant in an em- 
ployer-maintained retirement plan, then 
the full amount of your contribution is tax 
deductible, regardless of your income 
level or marital status. 

If you are covered by a retirement 
plan, you must move to the next phase — 
income level. Generally, a single taxpay-

er must have an adjusted gross income 
(AGI) of under $25,000 to receive the full 
deduction. If his/her income level is be- 
tween $25,000 and $35,000, there is a 
partial deductionforthe |RAcontribution; 
any individual earning over $35,000 will 
notbe able to deduct his/hercontribution. 

If you are a married taxpayer and 
covered under a company retirement 
plan, your AGI must not be more than 
$40,000 in order to deduct the contri- 
bution. If your AGI is between $40,000 
and $50,000, a partial deduction is al- 
lowed, and no deduction is available to 
those with an AGI over $50,000. 

The most common question asked 
of me is, "Why should someone make a 
contribution to an IRA if it is not tax de- 
ductible?" The plain truth is that, even 
though it is not tax deductible, you are 
still receiving the tax-deferred interest, 
and, with the effect of the compounding, 
you will be surprised at how quickly your 
account will grow. 

Since this is a retirement plan, the 
government imposes a 10% penalty on 
those individuals who withdraw their 
money before the age of 59'/2. Therefore, 
itis very important to make sure that your 
short-term objectives are not met with 
your long-term retirement dollars. 

Inthese days of uncertainty, it is time 
that we take matters into our own hands 
and not leave our future in the hands of 
others. If you can make an IRA contribu- 
tion, do it! If you can't, start setting aside 
$35 to $50 each month so that you willbe 
able to do it next time.

Mural To Reflect Students’ Views on Drug Abuse

Those of us involved in working with 
and helping young people know that, 
despite the multitude of problems we 
hear about, there are a lot of young peo- 
ple who are happy, well adjusted, and 
doing well in school and with family and 
friends. Too often, when we hear about 
young people — teenagers — it's to hear 
about violence, early pregnancy, disease, 
fighting, or dropping out of school. But 
that is only part of the story. 

The Health Center, with the help of 
the Romulus Arts Council and the sup- 
port of the Mayor's Substance Abuse 
Task Force, has started a small project to 
help young people in this city express 
their positive views about their world. We 
will be putting together a mural that a 
group of Romulus students willbe working 
onto express their feelings about alcohol 
and drugs, and about staying away from 
these substances. We hope to touch, 


-thequgh art, on:their-views and feelings: .- - 


about being young and being happy. The 
mural, which will be portable, will be 
available for display all around the City 
so that all of you can see what the young 
people have to say. 

The Arts Council has sent letters to 
all of the schools to recruit a total of 18 
students, from grades five through 12, 
who will work with local artist Dave 
Paczkowski to paint the mural. Once the 
students have been identified by their 
teachers and principals, they will all meet 
together to talk about drugs and alcohol, 
and to talk with the artist about how best 
to depict those feelings with paints and 
brushes. 

TheArts Council andthe Health Cen- 
ter will work together to determine the 
theme for the mural and a place for the 
students to put it together. The planis for 
the muralto be completed before the end 
of this school year. Once done, we hope 
it will be displayed prominently through-

(My wife didn't expect 
to see me too early.) | got into my car, 
reached under the seat, and pulled out 
my bottle for a nice, long sip — you have 
to relax before you drive. | wentto the bar 
and had a few more drinks; then it was 
time to leave. On my way home, | real- 
ized that my bottle was empty, so | had to

This was the everyday program. The 
Drunk Driving Club was going along great, 
but it didn't last long. 

Two months after getting off proba- 
tion, it happened that two cops who had 
nothing better to do stopped my car.

drinking more than ever. 

Finally, one night when | was home 
alone, thinking and drinking (I had been 
drinking all day), ithappened. . . .lgotup 
to mix myself one last drink, and it was 
my last drink ever. As | stood up, | fell to 
the floor, paralyzed. | couldn't move. | 
was never so scared in my entire life. | 
had allof my senses, but! couldn't move. 
| don't know how long it took, but | finally 
fell asleep or passed out. 

The next morning, | woke up, still on 
the floor, but finally able to move. | went 
to work and made jokes about drinking, 
telling everyone about being paralyzed. 
One of my associates said that what | 
was doing was not funny, and that | 
should go with him to an AA meeting. | 
went, more out of curiosity than anything 
else — after all, | was not an alcoholic; | 
just liked to drink, as did all of my friends. 

Something happened to me at that 
meeting. | listened to those people and | 
looked at them —and | realized that | was 
an alcoholic, too. | vowed never to drink

can't stop drinking forever — just quit for 
today. Since then, | have been at it, one 
day at atime, for over six years now, and

Soon it was time to go to court. | got 
my high-powered lawyer, dressed in my 
best clothes, and off we went. | was 
scared —| didn't want to go to jail; | didn't 
want to lose my job; | didn't want to lose 


Was alreagy allendingAA 
meetings regularly. The judge gave me 
anotherbreak—only abigfine, 12 months

Much to my surprise, | soon got a 
letter from the Secretary of State, telling 
me to turn in my restricted license be- 
cause, due to my drunk-driving record, 
my license was being suspended for a 
year. That year has gone on for six years 
because the people at the Secretary of 
State office still don't trust me. They still 
think that | belong to the Drunk Driving 
Club.

I'd like to take this opportunity to 
thank this gentleman for sharing his story 
with you. He did it only out of concern for 
your well being.
